Continued Examination Under 37 CFR J.J 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1 935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on May 27, 2009 has been 
considered by the examiner and the teachings therein are deemed to be past and present state 
of the art in the same field of endeavor as the instantly claimed invention. However, none of 
the cited references are deemed, alone or in combination, to teach the instantly claimed 
invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance of the claims is the laser enhancing additive comprising a first quantity of at least 
one CuKI3, Cul, Kl, Nal and All; and a second quantity of at least one ZnS, BaS, alkyl sulfonate 
and thioester in combination with a modified for increased thermal conductivity host material. 
The prior art (see PTO 892) teaches compositions having laser engraving properties; however 
these compositions and method teach adding laser absorbing compounds, such as sensitizing 
dyes or fillers, such as carbon black. The prior art fails to teach articles of manufacture having 
the claimed laser additive in the preparation of said articles or in different layers of laminates 
used in preparing said articles of manufacture. The instant invention is distinguished over the 
prior art.
